Cox Fined 
For Reckless 
Driving 

Denied Use of 
Motorcycle 

Joseph E. Cox, 26, 269 E. Lau¬ 
rel, was fined $200 for reckless 
driving aTid restrained from 
riding or operating his motor¬ 
cycle for one year when he ap¬ 
peared Aug. 6 before Judge H. 
Burton Noble in Pasadena Mu¬ 
nicipal court. He was placed 
on probation for one year and 
ordered to report monthly to 
the probation officer. 

In passing sentence the court 
reduced the charge to reckless 
driving from the original seven 
violations to which Cox had en¬ 
tered a plea of guilty on July 
20. He spent one night in the 
county jail and on the follow¬ 
ing day bail was reduced from 
$4000 to $500 and he was re¬ 
leased on his own recognizance. 

Cox and his speeding motor¬ 
cycle were the objects of a po¬ 
lice chase through Sierra Madre 
streets the night of July 15. He 
abandoned his motorcycle at 
that time and was not arrested 
until July 17. 

Finds Fence 
Safety Hazard 

City Atty. T. Guy Cornyn told 
the City Council Tuesday night 
that he believed a specified pa¬ 
tio fence at the corner of Sun- 
nyside and Highland to be a 
hazard to traffic and recom¬ 
mended that a health and safe¬ 
ty ordinance be created to cor¬ 
rect this and similar hazards. 
He said there were no state 
laws or city ordinances applica¬ 
ble to the situation. 

The matter was turned back 
to Attorney Cornyn who was 
asked to draft such an ordi- 
naiice. 

At the last council meeting 
a petition regarding the fence 
was presented to the council by 
residents in the vicinity and 
the city attorney and chief of 
police were instructed to in¬ 
spect the corner. 


The City Council Tuesday 
night set in motion plans for 
the creation of a commercial 
parking zone to correct an ex¬ 
isting situation in which R-3 
property is being used for that 
purpose and also to clear the 
way for use at a later date of 
a parcel now zoned as R-3 for 
off-street parking. The coun¬ 
cil's action took the form of a 
recommendation to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. 

Now used for parking al¬ 
though zoned R-3 are plots of 
varying depths to the rear of 
Carl Hansen’s Used Car lot, to 
the rear of the Safeway Market 
and parking area and to the 
rear of the Bank of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre parking area. City Atty. T. 
Guy Cornyn and Police Chief 
Gordon McMillan pointed out 
that the present use of these 
properties for parking is as 
commercial as 'greasing cars on 
them. 

First Step in Program 

Now privately owned but be¬ 
ing considered for off-street 
parking is a parcel to the rear 
of the City Hall parking lot 
and fronting on Auburn. This, 
also, would be covered in the 
proposed zoning change. 

This action can be seen as a 
preliminary step forward in the 
city’s long-studied plan to pro¬ 
vide off-street parking for the 
business district and will re¬ 
quire creation of a parking dis¬ 
trict. 

The Los Angeles law firm of 
O'Melveny and Myers is now 
in possession of all information 
pertinent to preparing petitions 
for that purpose. A. E. Morgan 
is chairman of a parking com¬ 
mittee appointed by the city 
council to study the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre parking problem.

Police Warning 
Drivers About 
Night Parking 

Along with other foothill 
cities, Sierra Madre will begin 
Sept. 9 to enforce overnight 
street parking bans on business 
and residential streets. 

Sierra Madre police will be¬ 
gin immediately a period of 
public education during which 
warning tags will be hung on 
vehicles found in violation. A 
similar campaign also has been 
underway warning drivers 
against parking on the wrong 
sides of the streets and second¬ 
time violators will be cited. 

The municipal ordinance 
banning automobile parking on 
the street between 2 and 6 a.m. 
was discontinued about a year 
ago when found to be uncon¬ 
stitutional unless the streets 
were posted. 

A new law passed by the 
State Legislature in its last ses¬ 
sion provides that local ordi¬ 
nances regarding overnight 
parking may be enforced with¬ 
out the necessity of posting ef¬ 
fective Sept. 9. 


Roy R. Gibbs Resigns as 
Pastor of First Baptist 


Announcement of the resig¬ 
nation of their pastor, Rev. Roy 
Reed Gibbs, was made to mem¬ 
bers of First Baptist church at 
servicies Sunday in the church. 

According to W. F. MacNeiil, 
chairman of the board of dea¬ 
cons, the pastor’s resignation 
was “regretfully accepted” at a 
special meeting Wednesday, 
Aug. 5, to be effective immedi¬ 
ately. 

Rev. Gibbs, who has been in 
poor health for some time, has 
been on leave of absence from 
his ministerial duties. 

Takes Secular Work 

In making the resignation 
announcement MacNeiil said: 

“Rev. Gibbs’ physical condi¬ 
tion which compelled this ac¬ 
tion on orders of a medical spe¬ 
cialist also requires that he re¬ 
frain from accepting another 
pastorate elsewhere. His health 
is improving satisfactorily but 
his doctors felt it advisable 
that he be released from the 
demands of a pastorate for a 
period of time and he has ac¬ 
cepted secular work in Pasa¬ 


dena. 

“Rev. Gibbs will continue to 
reside in Sierra Madre and to 
worship with us at First Baptist 
church,” the chairman con¬ 
cluded.

The former pastor, with Mrs. 
Gibbs and their small daugh¬ 
ter, Carole, live at 64 W. Laurel. 
Rev. Gibbs has served the local 
pastorate for a year and a hall, 
coming here from Newton, N.H., 
where he had been pastor of a 
200-year-old Baptist church, 
oldest in New Hampshire. 

Serving the local church as 
supply pastor until mid-Sep¬ 
tember is Bruce Herrstrom, a 
senior student at Fuller.The¬ 
ological seminary in Pasadena. 
After that time the church lead¬ 
ers will be interviewing and 
hearing candidate pastors. 

Working with the board of 
deacons in selection of a new 
pastor will be a pulpit commit¬ 
tee which includes Mrs. Walter 
Reed, Mrs. Lydia Bell, Mrs. Gif¬ 
ford Eastwood, Mrs. Gertrude 
Atwell and Mrs. Jesse Rhodes.

Fast action was the rule in 
the House its last week before 
recess. But that doesn't mean 
the measures passed or reject¬ 
ed don’t get full and complete 
consideration and debate. For 
instance, one day last week the 
House passed ten important 
bills having to do with the wel¬ 
fare of the country, or a major 
share of it, plus three major 
appropriation bills and eight 
agreements to Conference Re¬ 
ports of previously passed bills. 
This all in one day. 

We must remember that each 
of these bills has been the sub¬ 
ject of thorough study, inves¬ 
tigation, hearings and surveys 
in Committees, some for as 
long as eight or ten weeks. The 
debate on the floor has run as 
high as four hours, although a 
number of bills when finally 
agreed to unanimously within 
Committee are adopted without 
opposition in the' House, al- 
thought almost invariably one 
or several members have pene¬ 
trating questions to ask and 
apparently receive satisfactory 
answers. Several of the days 
the House was in constant ses¬ 
sion from 10 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. 
The pro-Eisenhower record still 
stands.

backs of the questionnaires or 
separate letters of one to seven 
pages. 

A digest follows, based on 
percentages of those who an¬ 
swered: 

How They Answered 

Seventy-eight per cent favor¬ 
ed balancing the budget before 
‘ Congress votes a tax cut; 73 
per cent did NOT favor higher 
taxes, if needed, to balance the 
budget; 67 per cent were NOT 
in favor of the extension of rent 
control; 86 per cent favored the 
adoption of sound money pol¬ 
icy (the gold standard); 60 per 
cent favored a protective tariff 
or import limitation on food 
such as lemons, almonds, tuna 
fish, dairy products; 73 per cent 
thought farm price supports 
should NOT be continued; 

Also, 76 per cent said they 
favored universal military 
training after expiration of the 
Draft Law; 72 per cent favored 
the Bricker Amendment limit¬ 
ing the efefct of International 
Treaties; large percentages 
were in favor of a campaign to 
end the Korean war, 72 per 
cent favoring bombing Chinese 
bases anywhere, 88 per cent by 
blockading Chinese ports and 
84 per cent by arming Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s forces; 70 per cent 
indicated their approval of re¬ 
ducing cost of military aid to 
foreign nations and 72 per cent 
favored reducing cost of foreign 
aid; 

Favor Communism Inquiry * 

Also, 85 per cent want Con¬ 
gress to continue its investi¬ 
gation of Communism in the 
field of education; 56 per cent 
favored amending the Taft- 
Hartley Labor Act and 85 per 
cent replied that they felt the 
Congress represented them cor¬ 
rectly as part of a grateful 
nation in its attitude toward 
the veterans who have sac¬ 
rificed so much. * 

With the adjournment of 
Congress the Hiestands hoped 
to be heading for California, 
The Congressman has indicated 
that he expects to open an of¬ 
fice in Burbank or Altadena or 
both where constituents may 
consult their Congressman. 

In discussing the question¬ 
naire results, Hiestand noted 
with particular interest the 
sentiments expressed in the 
answers to Nos. 4 and 11.
